Credential Requests: All requests for working press, radio, 
tclevision, photographer or scouing credemials should be 
directed to Sports Information Director Wayne Hogan no later 
than one week prior to the game. Requests for season creden- 
tials should be made two weeks prior to the frst game. 

Space for the working press, radio, television and scouts is 
allocated by the Sports Information Ofice 

Florida State’s press box is located on the west side of Doak 
Campbell Stadium with elevator service to all levels. Media 
representatives and scouts should enter through the press gate, 
located north ofthe elevator. The Will Call booth, where media 


Radio-TV: The sixth level of the press box is designated for 
use by radio and television troncasing crews and home and 
visiting coaches, Each booth is fully enclosed and sound proof, 
Photographers: Only accredited photographers or freelance 
sphers shooting for the FSU Sports Information Office 

Will be issued working credentials 
The press box catwalk, or photo deck. offers an unobstructed 
view for TV and movie cameras. Holders of a photo deck pass 
will be assigned space in that area. Still photographers will not 
be admitted to the press box in 1986 and may have access to the 
sidelines only. Those holding a still photography credential 


«ean pick up credentials anytime after 4:00 p.m. on game days, 
is located outside the gate atthe base of the elevator. Will Call 
credentials will algo be available in the Sports Information 
Office on Fridays prior to games or at the Ramada Inn-West 
hospitality room from 2:00-4:00 p.m. on game days.

ure, everybody remembers the 11-0 perfect 

season of 1979. But not everyone 

remembers how it almost never came about 
‘on September 8, 1979. 

Going into the 1979 season the Florida State 
offense had been billed as one of the finest in the 
country, but in the fourth quarter against a 
studbom Southern Mississippi team, the 
‘Seminoles found themselves down 14-3 in front of 

a home opening crowd of 
45,467. 

Luckily for FSU, its defense 
was in top form. With 11:40 
remaining, comerback Monk 
Bonasorte blocked a Southern 
Miss punt and the Seminoles 

if took over at the Eagle 15. 

Vi Three plays later, quarterback 
Jimmy Jordan hit Jackie Flowers in the endzone 
and after a failed two-point conversion, the 
‘Seminoles stood closer at 14-9. 

On the following Eagle series, the pesky 
‘Seminole defense held tough, forcing Southern 
Miss to punt deep from their own territory. 

With 6:28 remaining in the game, Gary Henry 
took over, On the preceding six punts Henry had 
called fair catches, the last two being much to the 
disapproval of the record-setting crowd. 

But on lucky number seven, Henry took the ball 
at the Seminole 35, headed for the sidelines and 
got a crucial block from Ed Richardson. He then 
Cut across the field and ran 
untouched for the go-ahead 
‘score. The following two: 
point conversion was good 
Giving the Seminoles a 17-14 
lead which they held, giving 
them a 1-0 record on their 
way to the famed 11-0 
season,

Seminole head coach Bobby Bowden’s offense couldn’t put up 
yery many points in the spring Garnet and Gold Game.

our springs ago Florida 
State head football coach 
Bobby Bowden watched as 
his football team put 103 
points on the scoreboard in the an- 
‘nual Garnet and Gold Game. 

“That was some offensive show,” 
he said after the Garnet beat the Gold 
65-38 on April 17, 1982. “The only 
thing that worries me is that anybody 
will tell you that national cham- 
pionships are won with defense anda 
kicking game.” 

On that day it became glaringly 
obvious that FSU had neit 

It seems that starting with that 
very day, Bowden began a building 
process. Oh, it wasn’t as if the pro- 
gram had gone completely sour. 
Dozens of offensive records were 
broken over the next four seasons. 
Four consecutive bowl games were 
achieved and Florida State’s 32-14-2 
record over that span was good

“Just look back 
Bowden stresse g0 to two 
straight Orange Bowls and have a 
shot at the national championship 
both years. And do you know what 
got us there? Defense and kicking. 
‘That's what it takes.” 

The 1980 Florida State defense 
gave up a total of 85 points. That 
total went to 286 the following year 
and peaked at an incredible 312 in 
1983. Bowden, the nation’s 10th 
winningest active coach, knew that 
the trend had to change. 

First, he brought in two of Amer- 
ica’s best kickers. Placement spe- 
cialist Derek Schmidt ranked ninth in 
field goals and scoring last year and 
has never missed an extra point. 
Punter Louis Berry had the nation 
1Sth-best average. Both return in 
1986. 


Slowly, the coach began to re-mold his 
defense. He brought in the highly-regarded 
Mickey Andrews as his defensive coordi 
nator in 1984. Assistant Head Coach Chuck 
‘Amato began wo work wonders with the 
defensive Tine. Linebacker coach Wally 
‘Burnham came on board in 1985, It all began, 

‘come together. 

Now, as Bowden watched his 1986 Garnet 
‘and Gold game just last April he had a broad 
smile on his face. The final score was 14-13. 

“Defensively.” he said. “this was a great 
ballgame. You know three of the four touch 
downs were the result of turnovers forced by 
the defense. I don't think there is any indie 
tion that our offense is licking. ether. We've 
just got things coming together on defense 
and that’s encouraging. 

The biggest area of focus during the off- 
season has been in stopping the big play. All 
three of the Florida State losses in 1985 can 
be attributed to the opponents scoring from 
Jong range. Encouraging was the fact that a 
30-yard pass from Chip Ferguson to Darrin 
Holloman was the longest scrimmage play of 
that spring game 

If experience means improvement, the 
‘Seminoles should be in great shape at both 
inside linebacker slots and in the secondary. 
Al six of those positions are filed with 
returning starters. But new faces will be the 
fonder of the day at outside linebacker. nose- 
guard and at one tackle slot. 

The lone returnee in this group is senior 
tackle Gerald Nichols (6-2, 260) who had $3, 
tackles and 51% sacks a year ago. An intense 
player. Nichols was the class of the down, 
Tinemen in the spring and showed great 
desire and leadership, 

Help for Nichols appears to be on the 
horizon. Thomas Harp (6-1. 287, Jt.) seems 
19 be solid at the noseguard slot. Harp is a 
converted offensive lineman who seemed 
right at home at nose the day after the switch. 

Eric Hayes. another giant freshman (6- 
283) may have the best shot at the vacant 
tackle job. He'll be pushed by sophomore 
‘Steve Gabbard (6-5. 265). 

“Terry Warren, a junior who eared 2 cou- 
pie of starts in 1985, will fikely be a starter at 
‘one outside linebacker slot. But flashy red- 
shirt freshman Shelton Thompson had a great 
spring and may seriously challenge on the 
pass-rush side. Sophomores Felton Haves 
land Ed Clark will battle for the second OLB 
position, one that requires hard-nosed pass 
defense. 

Florida State has a bona fide All-American 
possibility in linebacker Paul MeGowan, still 
‘oly a junior. His statistics a year ago were 
phenomenal. In on 136 tackles. MeGowan 
‘was credited with 80 initial hits, He had 13 
tackles for loss, caused two fumbles, had & 
quarterback sack and three interceptions. 
Fellow linebacker Fred Jones is entering his 
senior year and may actually have outplayed 
McGowan in the spring. 

“Vou can just talk about those guy’ im the 
ssame breath,” Bowden says. “I don't know 
if there is 3 better tandem anywhere in 
college football, Both are not only great

In the secondary. Florida State returns 
seven players (incloding five full or part-time 
starters) with game experience. The leaders 
of this group are flashy sophomore Deion 
Sanders, hard hitting safety Stan Shiver and 
comnerbacks Martin Mayhew and Eric 

iams. FSU may also get additional help 
here from an excellent recruiting class, one 
that will be judged among the best in the 
nation for defensive hacks, 

“These are the guys that will need to 
improve for us to be a sound defensive 
football team,” Bowden says. “As a group 
they played well last year but we still had 100 
‘many instances of receivers getting behind 
our coverage,” 

Bowden is particularly high on Shiver, 3 
6-2, 197-pound sophomore strong safe 
whose punishing tackles are becoming al- 
‘most legendary around the Seminole camp. 

“Every time | saw somebody getting 
popped real good I could just count on it 
being number 37.” Bowden said. “The guy 
is just devastating. There’s no telling how 
‘many carry-offs he's eesponsible for.”" 


Florida State's Tincbacking combination of Fred 
Jones (#55) and Pal McGowan (#38) could be

Offensively, there may be some early con- 
cern about replacing seven years of starting 
experience on the strong side of the fine 
where All-American guard Jamie Dukes (48 
straight stars) and tackle John loaata(three- 
sear starter) are gone. 

“It just won't be the same without those 
two,” Bowden says. “It was automatic. You 
Tined up on Saturday and they were going to 
do the job. I think both of them graded out 
above 90 percent forthe season.” 

Fortunately. Florida State returns three 
linemen and a couple of centers who have a 
substantial amount of playing time. Big Pat 
Tomberlin (6-3, 298) secured a starting spot 
after the third game last season and should 
provide the anchor om tis year’s Hine. Pablo 
Lope (6-4, 281), Mark Salva (6-2, 24) and 
David Schenker (6-3, 243) were all part- 
time starters in 1985. Jim Hendley (6-3. 258) 
returns at center. Junior transfer Jimmy 
Holton. who started for Georgia against FSU 
in the 1984 Citrus Bowl, is now eligible and 
also will figure into the Seminole plans at 
either guard or tackle 

Injuries played a major role in the offen 
sive line picture last spring and Bowden will 
be watching this area closely early this fall 

Ihe can get things patched up along the 
offensive Hine, Bowden can then get back 10 
more pleasant tusks. The steady improve- 
‘ment of starting quarterback Chip Ferguson 
has the head man smiling. 

“I sce more and more things I like about 
Chip every day,” Bowden si 


hhe’s through. When he’s a senior 1 think 
‘they'll be talking him up like they are Testa- 
verde (Miami's Vinny} and Bell (Florida's 
Kerwin)” 

Ferguson took over for injured Danny 
McManus and showed great promise. His 
season culminated in a Gator Bow! MVP 
performance in which he led FSU to an 
impressive win over Oklahoma State. 
McManus. a rising junior. may well come 
back to challenge for the job. He was im- 
pressive in Florida State’s frst nvo victories 
ff the season. By sitting out the last cight 
‘games of last season, he should be given the 
go-ahead for a fall rewen from team doctors, 

Put Ferguson and MeManus in 2 group 
that includes highly-impressive redshirt 
freshman Peter Tom Willis and the Seminoles 
appear to be solid 

Last year when it was obvious that we 
‘were going to have to play a freshman 
quarterback, and it was a dead heat between 
Chip and Peter Tom,” Bowden recalls. “I 
remember calling them in and telling them 
that whoever I redshirt would probably be the 
lucky one. As it tumed cut, Chip ended up 
starting for us and Peter Tom got an extra 
cat of eligibility: Going into the fall Chip is 
the definite number one.” 

All three players have shown the ability to 
be exceptional passers and because of that, 
the throwing game will play a more prom 
nent role in the Seminole offensive scheme 
this year. 


‘With that in mind, look for the Seminoles 
to show more pro-sei formations this year. A 
traditional “1° team for the past couple of 
years, FSU believes the pro-set may be better 
to returning talent, “We'll still use the 
=" Bowden says. “But I think you'll see a 
sgrcater use of the pro-set. With our returning 
talent at quarterback and running back 1 
believe it will give us more options.” 

FSU's running game is sound. Four backs 
with loads of experience retum. Two of 
those— Victor Floyd and Keith Ross—return 
a tailback. Both just sophomores in 1986, 
Floyd averaged 6.9 yards on a 619 total while 
Ross came on strong to finish with 315 yards 
‘on just $0 attempts, 

But standing above them all in the loaded 
Seminole stable of backs is the moch-her 
alded Sammie Smith. The high school All- 
‘American from Apopka is perhaps the most 
rized FSU recruit ever, Last year he was 
sranted a medical hardship when he suffered 
a stress fracture after three games. Now. says 
Bowden. he may be about ready to show his 
stuff 

‘Lam very encouraged with the strides he 
hhas made.” relates the coach. “He's been 
under a lot of pressure since he sot here 
Everybody expected him to step in and be 
another Herschel Walker right away. He's had 
8 very good year to get himself adjusted and 1 
think he showed last spring that he may very 
well have what it takes to be a star.” 

Bowden was particularly encouraged by 
Smith’s stamina, 

“1 saw him take some tremendous licks in 
the spring and bounce right back. That’ 
always a good sign. He really needed a lot of 
work and he made every practice in the 
spring. That gave him a tremendous advan- 
tage.” 

‘About Sammie’s ability, Bowden simply 
says: “He's got danger written all over him.” 

‘There is a log-jam of talent at fullback, 
where five quality athletes are vying for the 
lead role. Steady junior David Palmer ended 
the spring at the number one slot but senior 
Tanner Holloman and junior Chuck Wells 
cach lettered in 1985. Add sophomore trans- 
fer Dayne Williams. a surprise performer 
‘who at 6-2 and 218 pounds has the size that 
Bowden wants atthe position 

Although the Seminoles lost standout wide 
receiver Hassan Jones to graduation, three 
excellent players return. Add this to the fact 
that Florida State probably recruited the best 
‘wide receiver group in the nation. and 
appears to be both deep and talented here in 
1986. To stant with, FSU returns Darrin 
Holloman (20 catches. 323 yards) and speed- 
ster Phillip Bryant, who averaged 21.2 yards 
(on his 17 catches. Junior Herb Gainer, who 
replaced Jones in the Gator Bow! and caught 
seven passes for 148 yards and two touch- 
downs. may finally be staring to reach his 
potentia; while Randy White also had a big 
Gator Bowl—catching four passes for 87 
‘yards while replacing the injured Bryant. 

FSU has depth at tight end also. Two-year 
starter Pat Carter (14 catches, 147 yards) 


returns as do backups Gaylon White and Tom 
O'Malley

Ihere it was. Not necessarily an awe 
oy inspiring sight. Nothing more than a 
football, lying peacefully on a green carpet 
| But for this instant, that sight had to be one of the 
most beautiful in Florida State football history.

There were 10 seconds to go when Nebraska 
Quarterback Jeff Quinn rolled out on an option. 
FSU linebacker Paul Piurowski came out of 
lowhere, penetrating into the backfield and 
wrapping his massive arms around Quinn. Out 
popped the football 

It seemed an eternity before Garry Futch’s No. 
73 jersey fell on the ball, giving Florida State a 
victory over Nebraska in Lincoln—an event 
seldom seen. While the Seminoles would go on to 
beat Nebraska in Lincoln 
again in 1985, that play will 
Jong live as one of the 
greatest in FSU history. And 
that victory is stil to this 
day called by Coach Bobby 
Bowden, the “greatest of my 
career.”

hen Florida State took the field against 

arch-rival Frida in 1967 it was a game 

of great magnitude. A Gator Bow! 
invitation was hanging in the balance for the 
winner. Florida State had never won in Gainesville. 

This day started as i it were going to be Florida 
State quarterback Kim Hammond's day. Spotting 
the Gators an early 3-0 lead, Hammond directed 
two picture-perfect drives. He threw a 9-yard 

touchdown pass to Bill Moreman 
to give FSU a 7-3 lead late in the 
first quarter, After a 97-yard 
march in the second quarter, 
Hammond carried it in himselt 
for a 14-3 advantage. 

But then, with everything 
seemingly in hand, disaster 
struck. Hammond was hit 

after releasing a pass and lay on the ground, 
‘unconscious. 

The game's momentum changed drastically. 
Florida State's offense had litle success moving 
the ball. Meanwhile, Florida sensed a second- 
wind. UF's Tommy Christian bulled his way into 
the endzone in the third quarter and it was 14-9. 
Hammond, who later admitted he couldn't even 
recognize his own teammates at halftime, 
remained with team doctors in the locker room 
throughout most of the third period. 

By the time Hammond reappeared on the FSU 
sideline late in the third period, it seemed bleak for 
the Tribe. Florida staged an early fourth-quarter 
drive that got the ball inside the FSU 10. But UF 
wideout Richard Trapp fumbled the football at the 
7 and the Seminoles had dodged a bullet. 

Moreman got a yard on first down to the FSU 8. 
‘Abig roar went up. In came Hammond. On his 
first play, Hammond rolled right into his own 
endzone and fired deep down the sideline. All- 
American Ron Sellers hauled in the perfect throw 
at the Gator 41. A 51-yard 
play. 

Larry Green ran for 3 
yards. Back went Hammond 
again. The Gators had seven 
men rushing, but Hammond 
got the pass away—deep, 
toward Sellers again. The 
lanky receiver went up at the 
same time with Florida defender Bill Gaisford 
Sellers wrestied the ball down in the endzone. The 
extra point made it 21-9. 

Hammond needed just three plays to turn 
Florida momentum to tragedy. And create a

NEW ORLEANS, LA (Aug. 31)—Play- 
ing in its earliest game ever, Florida State 
received a strong effort from quarterback 
Danny McManus as the Seminoles rolled to a 
38-12 win over Tulane at the Superdome. 

(On FSU’s first possession from the Tulane 
41-yard line, McManus went to work. using 
‘wo completions to get the Seminoles into the 
endzone. A 15-yard pass to freshman redshirt, 
Phillip Bryant got FSU on the scoreboard. 

Tulane tied the game at 7-7 on a 7-yard 
pass from Ken Karcher to tailback Rodney 
Hunter following a 76-yard drive, McManus 
then found Darrin Holloman in the end zone 
for a 22-yard scoring pass with 4:59 left on 
the clock. 

“Tulane scored twice within two minutes of 
halftime when McManus batted a Seminole 
fumble out of the end zone for a safety and 
‘Wayne Clements kicked a $2-yard field goal. 
Florida State, despite three first half fumbles, 
led 15-12 at intermission. 

The Seminoles received the second half 
kickoff and marched 71 yards in 10 plays. 
The drive was culminated by a 14-yard TD 
run by senior fullback Cletis Jones. Derek 
Schmidt added a 49-yard field goal oa the 
“Tibe’s next possession to give FSU a 2412 
cushion at the conclusion ofthe third quarter. 

McManus began the fourth quarter by

Florida State defense held potent Nebraska 
scoreless in the second half, giving Florida 
State a 17-13 upset of the Cornhuskers. 

The game, played before 75,943 fans and 
an ABC-TV national audience, saw Ne- 
braska complete just three passes for 40 yards 
although it rushed for 322 yards 

‘The home team struck first at the 13:20 
ark of the frst period when fullback Tom 
Rathman burt through the middle ofthe line 
and ran 60 yards for a Husker touchdown, 

FSU tied the game at 7-7 when sophomore 
quarterback Danny McManus capped aH 
play, 79-yard drive by throwing 34-yard pass 
to Darrin Holloman, The Seminoles mixed 


with the biggest yardage coming on a 2l-yard 
completion to Holloman that moved the ball 
into Nebraska territory. 

The Seminoles then took a 10-7 lead atthe 
beginning of the second quarter on a 20-yand 
Derek Schmidt field goal. but Nebraska im- 
mediately countered with a W0-play, 69-yard 
drive which saw tailback Doug DuBose 
sweep let for a I-yand scoeing run. The score 
stood at 13-10 after the Comhuskers fumbled 
the PAT snap.

{ was home in West Palm Beach 
for the Christmas holidays 
following that freshman year. 
> Because he was banged up, 
Reynolds dropped out of school, 
monkeyed around with the theatre and had 
thoughts of pursuing an acting career during a 
two-year hiatus from FSU. Enjoying litle success 
in that venture, he returned to Tallahassee in 1957. 
An attempted football comeback found Reynolds at 
defensive back 
As the Seminoles won their fist three games 
in 1957, Reynolds earned a starting role in the 
secondary. In game four, against a strong N.C. 
State team, FSU was beaten 7-0 on a long pass 
play in Reynolds’ territory. FSU Coach Tom Nugent 
denied having demoted Reynolds to the “B" team 
after that, but freely admits he might have treated 
him “preity mean” for a while 
Soon after, Buddy Reynolds gave up his dream 
Cf football and returned to Hollywood, where he 
has since managed to make a living 
The irony of it all, however, is that on that fateful 
play in the N.C. State game of 1957, game films 
showed the Wolfpack receiver trad illegally gone 
ut of bounds and come back in to catch the 
‘winning pass. An illegal play that ended—and 
began—a dream for 
Burt Reynolds. 
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lorida State University, a coed- 
ucational institution and a senior 
‘member of the nine universities 
inthe state system. isin Tallahas-

Located just a few blocks from the Cap- 
itol, the Florida State campus is considered 
to be one of the most beautiful in the South- 
east.

By 1860. the schoo not yeta college, had 
an enrollment of 250, The president of the 
Seminary organized the school into four 
{ear liberal ars college in 1887. At its first 
commencement in June 1891, degrees were 
conferred on two women and five men. Ten 
_yeary later, the institution was renamed Flor- 
ida State College. In 1905. it became Florida 
Female College. and in 1909 the name was 
changed to Florida State College for Women 
(FSCW), Dr. Edward Conradi was named 
president, a post he held until 1941, 

In 1945, FSCW took on the additional 
title, Tallahassee Branch of the University of 
Florida (TBUF), due to the fact that Gls 
stationed nearby were attending classes atthe 
women’s school, but, as men, couldn't really 
enroll, 

Gos, Millard Caldwell signed abil in 1957 
‘making both the University of Florida and 
FSCW coeducational, FSCW became Flor 
ida State University 

‘As a university. Florida State has hod six 
chief executives: Doak Camphell (1951—$7)

The project has a 
budget of approximately $7.1 million and 
includes the addition of a new, elevated core 
facility which will connect the five existing 
buildings.

+t. Bernard F. Sliger has served as the 
10th president of Florida State University 
since February 7, 1977, following a six 
month stint as the University’s interim 
president 

After he joined the administration in 1972 
as executive vice president. he assumed the 
additional duties of chief academic officer, 
‘and further served as director of the Univer- 
sity’s London Study Center during the fall 
quarter, 1975, 

Sliger, a native of Trout Creek, Mich., was 
born Sept. 30, 1924. He holds three degrees. 
the B.A. (°49), M.A, (°50) and Ph.D. (SS), 
from Michigan State University, all in eco- 
nomics. He also has done postdoctoral study 
in mathematical economics at the University 
‘of Minnesota. Sliger has taught at Florida 
State, Michigan State, Louisiana State and at 
Southern University in Baton Rouge, La 

Sliger began his educational career as an 
instructor in Michigan's Interior Township 
Schools in 1947. Prior to joining Florida 
State, he worked for 19 years as a professor 
and administrator at Louisiana State Univer 
‘During that time, he served LSU as head 
of the economics department, member and 
chairman of the graduate council, dean of 
academic affairs and vice chancellor. In 
1969, he organized the Louisiana Coordinat 
ing Council for Higher Education, which is 
similar to the Florida Board of Regents. and 

came its executive director. 

Sliger holds memberships in a number of 
professional, scholastic and honor societies 
including Omicron Delta Kappa, Phi Kappa 
Phi and Alpha Kappa Psi. Since 1983, he has 
been a member of the board of directors of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlants and 
presently serves as chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the American College Testing 
Corporation in Iowa City, lowa. He also is a 
member of the Council of Presidents for the 
Southeastern Universities Research Associa- 
tion, based in Newport News, Va, He is 
active in a number of other civic and aca- 
mie organizations. 

Sliger and his wife, Greta, have two sons 
Paul and Sten, and two daughters, Nan and

The Seminoles were 3-1 and were heavily 
favored over the Bearcats. The home fans were a 
bit disappointed when the teams battied to a 14-14 
halftime tie.

Trailing 21-14 mid-way 
through the fourth quarter, 
Florida State scored on a 5-yard 
Jimmy Jordan pass to tight end Grady King.

Incomplete passes and a holding penalty 
seemed to have the Tribe doomed, The Bearcats 
were a virtual deadlock to pull the stunning upset.

The victory was a come-trom-ehind effort by ine Seminoles 
asthe Terriers scored only moments into the contest to make the 
scote 6-0. Thal touchdown came when Wollora delenders 
blocked a Bo Manuel punt and recovered iin the end zone. The 
enira point attempt was no good. 

For the balance of the first quarter. Flonda State mounted 
several crives that stalled around maheld while Wolford netted 
Virtually nothing offensively. Early in ine second periog, however, 
Wotford had its frst real threat. It died on the Seminoles’ 16-yarc- 
ling when Bil Dawkins intercepted a pass and returned it to ihe 
Terier 20. Shorily after, Parrish bolted to the Tbes inital 
fouchdown that tied the score at €-6, 

‘Late inthe hall the Seminoles got cranked up again, Strauss 
busted up the midale for a 15-yard gain ana an interference 
penalty pushed Florida State into Wolford ferriory. On the next 
play Parrish lolted a left-handed halfback pass to Norman 
Eubanks who made a spectacular caich and the exira point sent 
the Seminoles to the locker room wih a 13-6 lead. 

‘The Inird period was a dogged delensive battle wih no 
Serious scoring threats But in the final period FSU pinned 
Wollord Geep in its own territory with a 63-yard Manuel punt 
Aller the Terriers tumbled on their own eight, he Seminoles were 
unable to cash in as Parrish came up a foot short on fourth down 

Unable to move the ball out of the deep hole, Wotford was 
forced fo punt giving the Seminoles excellent field position with

By ait and by land, Florida State 
‘assaulted Oklahoma State's na- 
tionally-ranked defense last night to 
capture the 41st Gator Bow! game 
34-23 belore a crowd of 79,417. 

FSU freshman quarterback Chip 
Ferguson and_senior tailback Tony 
Smith turned in career perfor 
mances as the Seminoles piled up 
569 yards in total offense against 
OSUS t4th-ranked detense 

Despite the absence of his three 
leading receivers, Ferguson driled 
the Cowboys for a career-high 338 
yards passing, including touchdown 
‘passes of 99 and 19 yards to soph- 
‘omore Herb Gainer. Gainer himsolt 
had a career in his frst start, catching seven passes for 148 
yards. 

Ferguson came out throwing and by night's end had 
completed 20 of 43 passes. 

In the process of establishing a surprisingly etfective 
passing game, the running game opened up for Smith, who 
Gained a caresebest 201 yards on 24 carries. 

This was the worst yardage beating suffered by OSU this 
year, the previous being 432 by Missouri. It also matched 
Nebraska's total for most points scored against the 
Cowboys, 

‘And it all came despite Ferguson having to operate 
without the services of regular wide-outs Hassan Jones 
(Suspension) and Darrin Holloman (broken collarbone), plus 
top sub Philip Bryant (bruised shin), 

“We have confidence in all of our receivers,” said Fer 
‘guson, who was named FSU's most valuable player, “Ob- 
viously, Hassan and Darin are more experienced, but | 
ever doubted that the others would catch the ballif| got ito 
them” 

Gainer and sophomore Randy White, who entered the 
‘game without 2 college reception, turned in exceptional 
Performances as starters. White became Ferguson's early 
target and ended with four catches for 87 yards. 

“I think part of the reason we were so successful through 
the air was because Oklahoma State didn't seem to expect 
the pass,” Gainer said, “They bit on practically every move. 


The Seminole defense held the Cowboys in check, mean- 
while, as FSU built a 13-0 haltime lead and 27-3 advantage 
midway through the third quarter 

OSU finally did pierce the Seminoles’ defense behind 
quarterback Ronnie Williams (21 of 43 passes for 251 yards 
and 2 TDs) and sophomore tailback Thurman Thomas (26 
carries for 97 yards, plus a TD pass to Willams) to keep the 
game interesting 

But the bottom line was, OSU could not stop the Florida 
‘State offense. 

"Our plan going in was to throw a Jot, so | really wasn't 
surprised by the number of passes | attempted,” Ferguson 
said. 

“Our passing game opened the running game up.” Smith 
‘said. “Their linebackers were taking such deep drops, a 5- 
yard gain was automatic,” 

The victory in the nationally televised game closed 18th- 
ranked FSUS season at 9-3, while the 19th-ranked Cowboys, 
21:14 winners over South Carolina in last year's Gator Bow! 
ended al 8-4.

With the ball at OSU's 28, Smith broke free, bounced otf 
two tacklers and spun down to the 14-yard line. A roughing- 
the-passer penalty moved the ball to the 7, but FSU couldn't 
punch it in. So, in came placekicker Dorek Schmidt, who 
connected on a 23-yard feld goal attempt for a 3-0 lead with 
2:28 remaining inthe quarter. 

‘her several exchanges, FSU finally mounted a 76-yard 
touchdown drive to take a 10-0 lead—Ferguson connecting 
with Gainer on a 39-yard scoring pass 2:31 batare the halt 

‘The Cowboys opened the second half with a 12-play drive, 
moving within range for a 33-yard field goal by freshman 
Brad Dennis. 

FSU came right back, however, with a 12-play, 73-yard 
touchdown drive, capped by fullback Cletis Janes’ 3-yard 
run, Keys the drive were two third-down conversions: fst

“They altacked us right where they should Nave. They 
went after our comeracks (Gillam and Demise Willams),” 
Campbell said. “They didn't throw the ball fo the middle of 
the field where Mark Moore was.

"In most big games, a Bobby Bowden team is going to do 
everything the first 15 plays and then settle into a mix of run 
and pass, The thing that surprised mes they did it (passed) 
the whole game. We certainly didn't expect that.” 

When it became evident Ferguson was throwing the ball 
down OSUs throat, Campbell ted everything —two-deep 
‘zones, thres-deep zones, man-to-man coverage, nickel- 
back formations and linebacker and safety biizes. 

“That's all there 1S," he said. “I think our guys got gun-shy” 

Ferguson kept drives alive with third-down sideline passes 
Which just cleared the reach of linebackers and floated 
undemeath the deep coverage of comerbacks and safeties. 
He hit White for 45 yards to bum Gilliam on the first play from 
scrimmage, a move obviously designed to raitle the fresh- 
an, It worked—the cushion given receivers by OSU cor- 
nerbacks grew wider as the game progressed 

‘Oklahoma Stale linebackers James Ham and Ricky 
‘Adams were not a factor, as has been the case much of the 
season. The big surprise was the abilty of Florida State's 
offensive line to hold out the Cowboy pass rush. Ferguson 
Was Sacked only twice and rarely was flushed from the 
pocket 

Campbell thought during the game about moving Moore 
to comerback and said he probably should have. But there 
Wasn't much else OSU could do but play better football, It 
Gicn't help that strong safety Mie Hudson played most of 
the game with what was later diagnosed as a fractured wrist. 

This was only the second time in three years that 


Okishomna State's defense cost ihe Cowboys the game. The 
other was a 34-24 loss to Nebraska this season, 

“We'd get back in it (OSU scored 17 points in the third 
quarter to pull within 27-17), but then they d drive right back 
for 2 touchdown,” OSU coach Pat Jones said. “That sue 
prised me. Normally we rise to the occasion. They moved the 
ball better on us than | thought they would, 

“The kid (Ferguson) never did make a poor throw. We've 
played good against passing teams the last couple of years, 
‘but when @ quarterback gets hot lke that he's got io give you 
some help. He never did throw a bad pass. That's amazing 
fora freshman.” 

‘Smith’s 201 yards were easily the most gained on 
Oklahoma State this season. He took advantage of Adams 
‘and Ham helping out in pass coverage. 

“Their linebackers were taking such deep drops, a five- 
yard gain was automatic,” Smith said, 

‘OSU rolled up 405 yards in offense. but tailback Thurman 
Thomas managed just 97 yards on 26 carries for a 3.7 
average. He did scoot 29 yatds for a touchdown with a 
Ronnie Wiliams screen pass late in the third quarter and 
came back 12 minutes later fo throw a talback-option pass 
to Wiliams for a 12-yard TD. Thomas now has thrown five 
passes in his college career and four have gone for 
touchdowns. 

Thomas tned sweeps, traps and dives—the whole pack 
age. His longest gain went for 24 yards. Last year he gained 
185 yards in the Gator Bow win over South Carolina 

“Florida Stale is a much better earn than Soutts Carolina, 
Jones said, “They get to the ball quicker. 

There was a silver lining in the play of Wiliams (21 of 43 for 
251 yards and two touchdowns) and freshman receiver Hart 
Lee Dykes (eight catches for 104 yards and a TD), who hada 
coming-out party. But it was a bitter ending for 16 seniors 
who led OSU to three consecutive bowl games for the first 
time in school history. Oklahoma State lost its last three 
‘games of 1985 to finish 6-4. 

This OSU team never reached its potential. Or perhaps it 
did. The secondary was vulnerable, the linebackers and 
offensive line were overrated and the kicking game barely 
passed as Division I-A caliber 

“I don't think it was senioriis;~ Jones said. “But there 
wasn't enough competitive depth within the team, Not 
‘enough players had to fight for positions 

"And when we'e 8-1 and then lose to lowa State, with a 
senjor-dominated team they te not going to get as excited.” 

‘An obvious conclusion to draw is it being yet another case
